Alas! the chilling blast, as I handed my daugh- 
ters into the carriage (carriage!), a clarence from 
the nearest cab-stand, a mile and.a half distant.

It was so cold that-I am certain our carriage 
must have hada north pole.

The ill-fitting doors presented 
as many draughts as a run on a banker's, only ow's 
were not returned. I remained silent, but my 
teeth chattered. 

The gleaming of the gaslights on the snow gave 
an unearthly glare to the streets through which 
we passed; and, when a chemist’s mysterious, but 
gaudy, shop window shone forth into our cab, 
with its green bottle of fluid, my Georgiana and 
Matilda looked like two spirits of the frost. Never- 
theless, the dear girls rattled on in the clarence as

I made an essay to reach the fireplace, and, seizing 
the poker, desperately attempted to stir up the cold 
remains of the embers, when I was repulsed by the 
mistress of the mansion exclaiming, ‘‘ Dear sir, 
you will choke us with smoke; have pity on our 
marabouts ;’’ and she sent one of the waiters to 
disarm me of the poker. I sat down, but my 
nearly skirtless coat gave me no protection from a 
frigid cane-bottomed rout-seat, all holes, with an 
individual draught through each! I now tottered 
out in the almost hopeless notion of finding an 
apartment with a fire in it, and, turning to the left, 
encountered a mass of great-coats, paletots, and 
cloaks, belonging to the musicians, and which were 
all an inch thick in unmelted snow. In the mean- 
time the dancing commenced, and, however the 
motion of the figure might have operated on the 
vitality of the young ladies and their partners, 
every time they whisked past me dashed a fresh 
current of cold air into my face. I, nevertheless, 
continued to look on and draw my countenance 
into what I intended for a pleased and placid 
smile, but I was afterwards assured by my dear 
girls that I looked like a grinning knocker. The 
first set of quadrilles over, the lady-dancers began 
to fan themselves all around me, until I actually 
shuddered, and, whilst I was meditating on what

There I was, blocked up 
by the cold ladies (icebergs), and helplessly exposed 
to the pitiless raging blast.

trickled behind my shirtpin. I was here again 
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seated with my back to a window, so I endeavoured 
to wrap myself (that is, my lower extremity) in 
the window-curtain, and to fold the damask around 
me; but, alas! one unlucky movement brought 
down the brass rod, rings, and curtain, ‘and preci- 
pitated the brazen verbena ornament to the pole 
into the innermost depths of the trifle. 

This untoward event caused considerable con- 
fusion, and the lady of the mansion looked very 
coldly at me as being the unhappy cause, and I 
expected a curtain lecture; while my dear daugh- 
ters Matilda and Georgiana glanced all manner of 
wavs, and would not acknowledge their father.

SPAIN, 

General Soler has been relieved from the command 
of the garrison of San Sebastian, His daughter is 
one of the ladies in waiting upon the Queen of Spain, 
and both received their appointments from Queen 
Christina. 

General Van Halen, who followed the fortunes of 
Espartero into exile, has received permission to re- 
turn to Spain. He arrived recently at Bayonne from 
Paris, en route to Madrid. During his sojourn in 
that capital he was under the necessity of maintaining 
his family by manual labour. 

The Count de Castellar left Bayonne last weck 
for Madrid, on a mission from the Infante Don En- 
rique to the Spanish Government, concerning the 
marriage of his sister with that prince, who is now 
with the fair betrothed in Rome, 

A letter from Rome of the 15th ult. states that, aecord- 
ing to the canonical laws, the Pope will, perhaps, be 
compelled to bless Don Enrique’s marriage with Mlle. 
de Castellar; that the Holy See has already come to 
a resolution on the subject, which will be shortly 
published; and that, in all probability, the marriage 
will be soon solemnized, despite the perplexed Spanish 
Minister at Rome, who would have his Court pre- 
viously consulted. cern 

PORTUGAL, 

The Ecco Popular publishes the official intelligence 
of the Queen’s forces under General Casel having 
abandoned the province of Tras-os-Montes, thus leaving 
the two most wealthy and important provinces of Por- 
tugal in the hands of the junta, the towns of Valenca, 
Chayes, and the castle of Viana excepted. This, to- 
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gether with the possession of the provinces of Alem- 
tejo, or the Algarves, is a proof that the national and 
constitutional cause is likely to triumph. There is 
every reason to expect a break out at Coimbra, which 
must place Saldanha in a serious dilemma. 

PRUSSIA. 

His Majesty the King of Prussia had, on the 22nd 
ult., laid before the Diet at Berlin the proposition 
for a new law, which probably will cause the most 
important and interesting debates in the course of 
this session. The object of the law is to abolish the 
tax at present in force upon flour, or rather all kinds 
of bread-stuffs and butcher’s meat (Mahlund Schlach- 
talever), into a kind of personal or head tax, for the 
poorer classes, and an income tax, somewhat like Sir 
Robert Peel’s, for the more wealthy ones. 

The proposition for this important law is in a few 
words as follows :— 

A. All people who can prove that their income, 
from whatever source it may be derived, is below 400 
thalers (about £60), are exempted from the income 
tax, and divided into three classes, each paying a 
monthly tax of from about five to twenty pence. 

B. All people possessing an income above 400 
thalers, from whatever sources it may be derived, are 
subjected to the income tax, and are divided into two 
classes— 

1, Those who derive their income from property, 
either in real estate, public funds, shares, or any other 
capital, have to pay three per cent. per annum of their 
income. 

2. All persons deriving their income from their own 
earnings, such, for instance, as public officers, as well 
as military officers from the grade of a captain, manu- 
facturers and merchants, are to pay two per_cent, per 
annum. 

C. The only total exemption from paying any income 
tax whatever is made in favour of princes, counts, and 
all members of the upper house. 

Letters of the 22nd, from Berlin, communicate the 
following details of the émeute on the previous day :— 
“The émeute is said to have begun in this way. A 
woman went to the market of the Gendarmes, and 
bargained for a small measure of potatoes. Finding 
the price too high, she made use of insulting expres- 
sions to the tradesman. He retorted in the same 
style, anda quarrel ensued, in which, according to 
custom, all the people in the market took part. A 
large mob soon collected, and threatened the potato- 
seller, who sought refuge in abaker’s shop. The crowd 
followed him there. This frightened the baker, who, 
not knowing the cause of the assemblage, fancied that 
the people had come to pillage his shop. He, there- 
fore, deemed it prudent to throw bread tothem. This 
unexpected distribution gave the rioters, whose num- 
bers had become very considerable, the idea of forcing 
other bakers to give away their bread. This they 
did ; and after having exhausted the stocks of the 
bakers they visited the shops of the dealers in other pro- 
visions, and compelled them to act in a similar manner. 
During all the evening the markets and provision shops 
in different parts of the town, and especially in Koenig 
Strasse, were given up to pillage. Detachments of 
gendarmes and cavalry were sent to the spots in which 
the disturbances were greatest, and several encounters 
took place between them and the people. It is stated 
that from 20 to 30 men and 40 horses were injured, 
some of them severely. The street lamps were smashed, 
and some windows in the palace of the Prince of 
Prussia were broken. On the morning of the 22nd, 
assemblages of people took place in the streets, but 
squadrons of cavalry soon dispersed them. The 
director of police issued a notice forbidding, under pain 
of imprisonment, any assemblage at night-fall. At 
night order appeared to be re-established. Some 
people believed that political matters had something 
to do in creating the disturbances; but the general 
impression was that they were solely caused by the 
excessive dearness of food, and the consequent misery 
of the people. Since 1835 there have been no riots at 
Berlin, and those that took place at the King’s féte in 
that year were not so serious as that which has just 
occurred, 

THE UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. ; 

Reportep Fatt or Vera Cruz.—The New York 
packet-ship Ashburton and the Boston packet-ship 
Mary Anne both arrived at Liverpool on Tuesday 
afternoon, the latter with papers from Boston to the 
6th, and the former with papers to the 9th, Their 
contents are important, furnishing us with a detailed 
account of General Scott’s operations at Vera Cruz, as 
communicated in his despatches to the American Go- 
vernment at Washington, Accounts are also given 
of more fighting between the American and Mexican 
armies in New Mexico, in which the latter, according 
to the American authorities, sustained another defeat, 
and a further loss of 2000 men. ‘ 

In a despatch dated Cape Washington, March 12, 
General Scott narrates the operations of the investing 
army, and states—‘ In extending the line of invest- 
ment around the city the troops for three days have 
performed the heaviest labours in getting over the hills 
and cutting through the intervening forests—all under 
the distant fire of the city and castle—and in the midst 
of many sharp skirmishes with the enemy. In these 
operations we have lost in killed and wounded several 
valuable officers and men. Among the killed I have 
to report Brevet Captain Alburtis, of the United States 
2nd Infantry, much distinguished in the Florida War, 
and a most excellent officer ; he fell on the 11th inst, 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Dickinson, of the South Caro- 
lina Regiment, was badly wounded in a skirmish the 
day before. ‘Two privates have been killed in these 
operations, and four or five wounded, 

On the 14th the general reports—‘ The enemy con- 
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tinues the fire of his heavy guns upon our line of in- » 


vestment, but only from time to time, and without 
effect, so far as has yet beenreported. At this moment 
our attacking parties, by brigades, are engaged in 
driving in the enemy’s posts and_ skirmishers, 
so as to clear the space between us and the city, and 
to enable our reconnoitring officers to note well the 
intervening ground. [sent in this morning, by flag 
of truce, my answers, herewith, to the Consuls of 
France and Spain, residing within Vera Cruz, accom- 
panied with printed safeguards for both, as well as for 
the Consuls of Great Britain and Prussia, although I 
had not heard from either of the latter two. I do not 
know whether there be any other consul in that city.” 

It would appear from the correspondence of a later 
date that the operations of the investing army had 
been obstructed by adverse weather. 

(From the New York Sun of April 6.) 

Wasuineaton, April 5, Eight o’Clock p.m.—Pas- 
sengers who came on this afternoon in the mail-boat 
say, that as they were leaving Charleston an agent 
came running down to the boat and hallooed to them 
that a vessel had just arrived, bringing intelligence 
that Vera Cruz had been taken, after a desperate 
resistance, witha loss of 800 on our (the American) side. 

Another account states that, during the night of the 
12th of March, a reinforcement of 800 Mexicans had 
succeeded in making their way into the city, and that 
the Mexicans were speaking confidently of being able 
to defeat the Americans. 

PirrspurGH, April 6.—By private letters from Corr 
and Pondate, Cincinnati, arrived by the packet, we 
have the accounts of another battle in New Mexico. 
Two thousand insurrectionists were routed by Captain 
Morris’s command, with a heavy loss in killed and 
wounded; the accounts are from St. Louis, of the 29th 
ult. Latest news had just reached by express from 
Santa Fé. The date of the battle is not given; but 
it occurred, it would seem, on the heel of the last dates 
from Santa Fé. 

The news of the assassination of Governor Bent is 
fully confirmed. Twenty-five other Americans fell at 
the same time. 


COURT. 


Her Majesty and her Royal Consort are expected at 
Osborne-house in the course of next week. ‘The royal 
visit will not be prolonged beyond three or four days, 
it being solely for the purpose of giving directions in 
reference to the new buildings in progress on the 
estate. The royal family are expected to revisit the 
island in the month of June for a lengthened period. 
The works are progressing rapidly; the roof is already 
on that part of the new palace which, when finished, 
will form the main or centre of the royal residence; that 
portion of the building which has been occupied by the 
royal family is merely the western wing to a very large 
and extensive palace, which, when complete, will be 
worthy of the name of a regal residence. The works 
will give employment to many mechanics for years to 
come; in fact, none in the neighbourhood need ask 
for work with the fear of a refusal. 

Sunday was the birthday of her Royal Highness the 
Duchess of Gloucester. Her Majesty and Prince 
Albert, accompanied by the Princess Alice, paid a visit 
of’congratulation to her Royal Highness at Gloucester- 
house. The Royal Duchess also received visits of 
congratulation from her Majesty the Queen Dowager, 
her Royal Highness the Duchess of Kent, their Royal 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, and 
his Serene Highness Prince Edward of Saxe Weimar. 
During the day many of the nobility and gentry called 
at Gloucester-house and left their names. 

His Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Constantine, 
second son of the Emperor of Russia, is shortly 
expected to arrive in this country.

He may 
have delighted and improved his generation, and 
yet die in the streets, contemned, shunned by those 
who have no title to their riches beyond the acci- 
dent of their inheritance, and treated with infinitely 
less humanity than a maimed dog, by those who 
represent the country which he honours! And yet, 
in the face of this, we are told that the literary 
man is to throw overboard all the common con- 
siderations of mankind; all tenacity to comfort 
(luxury would, of course, be a crime in him) 
and provision for those near and dear to him. 
He is to waive all considerations of pecuniary 
reward—to blow bubbles in lieu of counting 
guineas—and satisfy himself on an empty stomach 
that posterity will amply make up in fame for the 
sordid injustice of to-day ! 

Did Sir Walter Scott, let us ask, write any the 
worse for requiring to be paid for his labours? 'The 
converse would be nearer the mark, And, because 
the noyellist failed in a printing speculation, was 
he on that account rendered more culpable for his 
honest accumulations prior to that event? And 
because his son, having no turn for literature, 
rose to a very respectable rank in the army, are 
the accumulations, the speculation, and the failure 
to be united into a charge of worldliness ? We not 
only do not take the corollary for granted, but we 
honour the Magician of the North for his efforts, 
by all honest means, to make the profession which 
he had adopted less a walking-stick than a staff. 

In conclusion, we have one little piece of advice 
to give to those engaged in literature. You are 
not esteemed, you have not the provision, you do 
not hold the rank, which is your ricur; and this 
right you will never possess until you are more ear- 
nest in your vocation, more united as a body, and 
less disposed to crawl, where you ought to soar!

Deceased’s  grand- 
mother had been de- 
ranged, his mother 
was in Hanwell, and 
his aunt betrayed 
symptoms of insa- 
nity. Mr. Mills ob- 
served that two cases 
of children of the 
ages of ten and 
eleven, committing 
suicide through fear, 
had come before him. 
Verdict, . ‘ Found 
drowned.” 

An inquest was 
held on Saturday in the Marylebone workhouse, by 
Mr. Mills, on Mary Bendley, aged 62, late an inmate. 
On Friday evening deceased was washing at the pump 
some potatoes (utes supper, and had just put the last 
one in the saucepan, when she exclaimed, ‘I will 
have some potatoes for supper, thank God!’ The 
next moment she fell down a lifeless corpse. 


The late Duchess Dowager of Montrose, whose 
death occurred on the 24th of March, had executed 
her will in 1838, leaving thereby many specific bequests 
to her family. To her son, ord Tontagu William 
Graham, she bequeaths all the silver articles having 
her cipher and coronet, and those with the arms of 
her late sister, Lady Emily Montagu, and other spe- 
cific bequests. To her brother, the Duke of Manchester, 
her enamel portrait of her father, George, Duke of 
Manchester. ‘This portrait her ladyship wishes to be 
placed in Kimbolton Castle. Specific bequests, also, 
to her daughter-in-law, the Duchess of Montrose, her 
daughters, Lady Caroline Graham, and Lady Lucy 
Clive, and to Lady Emily Foley. Liberal legacies to 
all her servants, and to some annuities, besides pro- 
viding the whole with mourning. Her ladyship has 
appointed her son, the Duke of Montrose, her resi uary 
legatee; his grace is also the acting executor. The 
personalty in this country was estimated Et £8000. 

On Tuesday night Mr. Payne, the City coroner, 
held an inquest at Guy 5 Hospital, on view of the body 
of Henry Henderson, @ ed 45, whose death occurred 


under the following me ancholy circumstances. The 
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evidence proved that the deceased was proceeding 
along London-bridge, towards the Borough, with a 
stick in his hands, which suddenly slipped from under 
him, and he fell off the kerbstone on to his knee, 
where he had only a few weeks previously received an 
injury. The deceased was picked up insensible, and 
removed to Guy’s Hospital, and attended by Mr. 
Bransby Cooper, one of the head surgeons; but in- 
flammation set in, and he continued to grow worse, 
and expired on Saturday last from general exhaustion. 
The deceased was respectably connected, and held a 
situation as clerk at Exeter-hall. A verdict of ‘‘ Ac- 
cidental death’’ was recorded. 

On Tuesday morning the Lord Bishop of London 
commenced his annual course of confirmations at St. 
James’s church, Westminster, when the holy rite 
was administered to upwards of 1900 candidates. 

The Right Honourable the Lord Mayor will give a 
grand banquet on the 12th instant to the members of 
her Majesty’s Government, and a distinguished party, 

The sixth annual meeting of the Shakespeare Society 
was held on Monday at the rooms of the Royal Society 
of Literature, St. Martin’s-place, Mr. J. Payne Collier 
presiding. From the report it appeared that four 
works had been distributed amongst the members 
during the year ending December 31, 1846, including 
comedies, interludes, and plays; in the press, and in 
various stages of progress, were volumes containing 
sketches, by Inigo Jones, for plays and masques at 
Court; miscellaneous contributions, illustrative of the 
drama and literature of the Shakespearian era; poems, 
ballads, &c. In addition to these, twelve works were 
in the hands of the editors, and would be brought out 
at intervals, according to the condition of the funds of 
the society. ‘The report having been adopted, a very 
interesting conversation ensued with respect to a 
portrait, evidently an original and of the age in which 
Shakespeare lived, but whether it was or was not the 
portrait of the great dramatist seemed to be a matter 
of some doubt. ‘The portrait was discovered in 
Leicestershire, and is supposed to be the production of 
Mark Garrard. ‘The Marquis Conyngham was re- 
elected president, and the following gentlemen were 
added to the council for the ensuing year :—Vice- 
Chancellor Bruce, Sir E. Bulwer Lytton, Bart., W. C. 
Macready, Esq., J. H. Markland, Esq., and John 
Oxenford, Esq. Thanks having been voted to the 
director and officers, the meeting separated. 

On Tuesday the committee of the National Club 
Fund, in Palace-yard, made a report of the manner in 
which they had distributed the funds which had come 
to their hands for the relief of extreme distress in Ire- 
land and Scotland. ‘To the following dioceses in 
Ireland grants have been awarded, viz.:—Armagh, 

£740; Meath, £1030; Tuam, £1907; Kilmore, £1325; 
Derry, £893; Clogher, £297; Down, £200; Dublin, 
£65; Cashel, £1155; Limerick, £742; Killaloe, £510; 
Ossory, £855; Cork (including special grants), £3715. 
The grants to Scotland have been £1733. The total 
sum received by the Club being £16,800. 

On Monday the annual meeting of the governors and 
friends of the Infant Orphan Asylum, Wanstead, was 
held, toreceivethe report of the past year, and toelect 50 
children to the benefits of the institution ; the charity 
now, in consequence of the state of the funds, being 
able to admit 100 children annually. ‘Che report 
showed that there were 216 infant orphans in the 
society, and that during the previous year 40 had 
left for other asylums. The income amounted to 
£6821. 1s. 3d. (which included above £4000 annual 
subscriptions), and the expenditure reached £6842. 
9s. 10d., which left a balance of £21. 8s. 7d. due to 
the treasurer. There were 148 applicants. 

On Monday a public meeting to promote the objects 
of the Servants’ Provident and Benevolent Society was 
held at the Hanover-square Rooms. The Bishop of 
London occupied the chair. His lordship briefly ex- 
plained the objects of the society, which is to afford 
a weckly allowance to domestic servants in old age, a 
sum payable at death for funeral expenses, an endow- 
ment for apprenticing children, the advantages of an 
insurance-office, and the establishment of a home for 
female servants out of place, and a charitable pension 
fund for such as may be reduced by sickness or mis- 
fortune. A variety of resolutions were proposed, and 
supported by the Right Hon. W, KE. Gladstone, 
J. Tidd Pratt, Esq., J. D. Powles, Esq., the Rev. 
Messrs. H. Hughes, Wood, Morris, and others, 
Amongst the subscriptions announced were the Lord 
Bishop of London, 20 guineas ; the Lord Bishop of 
St. Asaph, 5 guineas; Lord Ashley, 10 guineas ; J.D, 
Powles, sq., 10 guineas; and a variety of other 
donations, varying in amount from £5 to £1. The 
whole of the resolutions were carried with the most 
cord al unanimity, and, thanks being voted to the chair- 
man, the meeting separated. 

On Wednesday the friends and supporters of the 
Orphan Working School, Haverstock-hill, Hampstead, 
which is instituted for the reception of children of 
both sexes, of all denominations, and from every part 
of the kingdom, held a meeting at the Hall of 
Commerce, hreadnecdle-street, Mr. J. R. Mills, 
treasurer, in the chair, to receive the annnal report, 
and to elect 25 orphan children for admission to the 
charity, which would increase the number to 163, 
‘The report stated that during the past year many of 
the children had been placed in responsible situations ; 
that it was the intention of the committee, seeing the 
desire of the Government was to give a higher 
character to the education of the country, to carry out 

_ the principle in the asylum. The income amounted to 
£9349. 17s. 1d., which included £933. 7s. 6d, annual and 
life subscriptions, £2090, 8s. 10d. special donations to 
the building fund, &c.; and, after paying the pereeay 
expenses, there was a balance in hand of £600 11s. 4d. 
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The new asylum, which had cost £14,000, and towards 
which £6000 was required, was completed. The report 
being received, the meeting, after the usual business, 
separated. 

The Chinese junk Keying, commanded by Shing- 
Shing, now on her passage from Hong-Kong to this 
country, is daily expected to arrive at her Majesty’s 
Dockyard, Woolwich. She is the bearer of most 
valuable presents from the Emperor to her Majesty 
and Prince Albert. ‘This will be the first Chinese 
vessel ever brought to England. She is solely man- 
ned by Chinese sailors. It is understood that a troop 
of celebrated jugglers are on board, and have been 
engaged to perform in this country. 

A poor fellow, named John Strange, aged 54 years, 
an inmate of St. Luke’s workhouse, Old-street, while 
eating his dinner on Monday last in the dining-hall, 
put the greater portion of a potato in his mouth and 
was in the act of swallowing it, when it stuck fast in 
his throat. He was observed to become quite black 
in the face, and pointed to his throat, An effort was 
made to dislodge the potato, but without effect, and 
before medical assistance could be obtained he was 
lifeless. 

On Saturday information was received in Maryle- 
bone-lane, and was from there circulated throughout 
the different divisions of both the metropolitan and 
city police, of the following singular imposition and 
robbery having been committed upon a lady of rank 
residing at the west end:—The name of the lady or 
her title has not been permitted publicly to transpire, 
but the particulars circulated by the police state that 
a day or two before, between the hours of eleven and 
twelve o’clock in the forenoon, a Frenchman, fashion- 
ably dressed, drove up in a cab to the door of a resi- 
dence in Portman-square, during the temporary 
absence from home of the owner, and by representing 
to the servant that he came from a friend of the noble 
owner’s, residing in Katon-square, he succeeded in 
obtaining an interview with the lady of the house, and 
by some means or other induced the lady to deliver to 
him two gold watches, a gold guard-chain, with a gold 
watch-key attached, and a shawl of the value of up- 
wards of £50, with also £15 in money, the lady re- 
ceiving from him in exchange an enamelled gold watch, 
warranted perfect, and a gold chain and key, very 
inferior articles, and of trifling value; after which he 
politely bowed himself out of the house. The French- 
man is described as being about five feet seven or 
eight inches high, from thirty-five to forty years of 
age, of florid complexion, can speak several languages, 
and is of very plausible manners. He gave the name 
of Manley to the servant who attended him when he 
entered the house, but to the lady he signed it“ F. 
Delan.” ‘The police are aware that an individual an- 
swering the description recently obtained £20 from a 
Spanish gentleman by a similar trick.

A few evenings since the Tunbridge townhall had 
a narrow escape from being burnt down. A travelling 
earthenware man was exposing his goods for sale in 
the market-place under the hall, when the straw, of 
which there was a considerable quantity, became sud- 
denly ignited, and in a moment it was one mass of 
flames. Fortunately the town-pump was close at hand, 
and the fire after a little exertion was extinguished. 
It is supposed a spark from a candle caused the 
accident. 

The managing clerk of the North Mall Distillery, 
Cork, has absconded with upwards of £400, the pro- 
perty of his employers, Messrs. Wise and Gifford. He 
had been clerk and manager of the spirit establishment 
at Tralee, and is well known to every soldier who has 
been stationed in Tralee Barracks for the last six years. 
He is accompanied by his wife, and they are believed 
to have gone to Liverpool for the purpose of emigrating 
to the United States. 

An elopement took place on Sunday last. The 
parties, it appears, are cousins, and of the same name 
and family connections, distinguished for their wealth 
and importance. It seems that the young lady accom- 
panied her brother on Sunday as far as the door of St. 
James’s Church, but made an excuse for not entering, 
on the plea of indisposition., Her brother, struck by her 
apparent illness and manner of saying ‘‘ good bye,”’ 
wished to return home with her, but that she declined. 
On returning home from church, the family, to their 
great consternation, found the bird had flown, and it 
soon transpired that the two cousins had left by the 
steamer for England at eleven o’clock. Pursuit was 
of course out of the question, and it unfortunately 
happened that the young lady’s father was in Spain. 
Two of the heads of the family, however, went to Eng- 
land on ‘Tuesday, to see whether they could effect any- 
thing, but the result is not known. Both parties are 
of age, and itis believed the arrangements were made 
some time previous, and a trip to the north planned. 
They have been seen in London by friends of the 
family.— Guernsey Sun. 

On Friday morning last, while at exercise at Mid- 
dleham, Sir John Gerard’s mare Curiosity, and Mr. 
A. Johnstone’s Little Nell, and one of the lads, were 
struck dead by a flash of lightning. The poorlad, our 
correspondent adds, was ‘‘shivered to pieces, limb 
from limb.’’ The horses were trained by Dawson.— 
Manchester Courier. 

An unfortunate accident, from the effects of which 
it is feared the poor fellow will never recover, oc- 
curred on Wednesday morning at Windsor, between 
seven and eight o’clock, to a man named Saunders, 
a labourer in the employ of Mr. Lovegrove, of Mai- 
denhead, while he was engaged in removing the ma- 
terials of the military knights’ houses, on the lower 
foundation, which had been purchased by his master 
at the recent sale of the property by order of the Com- 
missioners of Woods and Forests. It appears that 
while the man was standing on the remaining portion 
of one of the walls aloose brick gave way, and he was 
precipitated from a height of between twenty and 
thirty feet, a portion of the wall to which he had 
clung falling with him, into the basement below, 
causing a fracture of both thighs and his right arm, 
besides other severe injuries. Mr. Holderness and 
Mr. Pearl, surgeons, were immediately in attendance, 
but, in consequence of there being no infirmary ward 
attached to the Windsor Dispensary, it was necessary 
to convey the sufferer to the union workhouse, a dis- 
tance of three miles, where he received every attention 
from the surgeon, Mr. Ridout. 

The Royal Victoria steam-ship, on Friday morning 
last, while on her passage from London to Leith, 
observed aschooner off the Dudgeon bearing a signal of 
distress. Although at the time it was blowing a ter- 
rible gale from the north-west, the Royal Victoria 
immediately bore down upon her, and discovered that it 
was the Sarah, of Yarmouth, from Shields for that 
port, heavily laden with stones, and in a sinking state, 
having sprung a leak duing the gale. The lifeboat 
of the steamer was instantly launched, and five of her 
crew having gallantly volunteered to board the schooner, 
at imminent hazard to themselves, the whole hands, 
consisting of the master, mate, and two seamen, were 
rescued from their perilous situation. They were 
much exhausted from pumping the vessel, which 
shortly afterwards went down. They, along with their 
deliverers, were hauled on board the Royal Victoria 
by ropes; and the last of them had only got safely on 
deck when asea swept away the lifeboat, which was 
thrown under the paddle-wheel of the steamer and 
knocked to pieces.—Durham Chronicle.

On Tuesday last Lady Elizabeth Butler left the re- 
sidence of her mother, the Dowager Marchioness of 
Ormond, for the pusrore of conveying relief to some 
poor people at a distance ; and having discharged her 
benevolent duty was returning, when the horse she 
rode stumbled and threw her ladyship headlong on 
the road, where she lay quite insensible for some se- 
conds. <A crowd of poor people witnessed the sad ac- 
cident, and a correspondent writes that the females 
rent the air with their cries when they thought this 
amiable young lady was killed.

The fall has caused a severe 
concussion of the brain.

Crowds of people are now to be seen from morn till 
night in the fields about Gort, Crusheen, and Oran- 
more, busily sowing potatoes. New potatoes, and 
perfectly sound, were exhibited in Cork on Friday.

They consist of a 
sofa, fitted with cushions, and covered with velvet, 
besides chairs, a sofa-table, work and chess tables. 

The John o’ Groat Journal says, ‘‘ While we now 
write, our county has neither sheriff, sheriff-sub- 
stitute, procurator-fiscal, sheriff-clerk-depute, nor 
superintendent of police. The town is in an equally 
deplorable state. We are minus provost, senior 
bailie, town-clerk, and town-officer! All these 
officials are off ina lump to the Justiciary Court 
at Inverness.

Mr. William Oxbourn, of Hucknall Torkard, 
hosier, some time ago made a scarecrow, composed 
of straw and other materials, and dressed in a hat, 
coat, and smaliclothes, resembling a man, and 
placed it in his gerien to frighten birds.

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WINS AND WALNUTS. 


N connection with the numerous 
suits, actions, and other legal pro- 
ceedings arising out of the will of the 
late Marquis of Hertford, with its 
numerous codicils, those of the 
executors against Nicholas Suisse, 
the valet of the testator, have stood 
prominent. One of these was for the 
restitution of inscriptions for French 
rentes, amounting in yalue_ to 
700,000f., which belonged to the 
marquis, and which his executors 
asserted Suisse had surreptitiously 
taken out of his drawer after the 
im death of his master. For this im- 
puted act of robbery they prosecuted Suisse crimi- 
nally in England; but on trial at the Old Bailei 
he was acquitted. Notwithstanding this acquittal, 
the executors, as the inscriptions were deposited in 
France, instituted a suit against Suisse in the Tri- 
bunal de Premitre Instance for their restitution. 
The tribunal decided in favour of the executors, 
and the inscriptions were ordered to be restored to 
them. This, however, was not the final termina- 
tion of the claims of the executors, They after- 
wards discovered that while the inscriptions were 
in his hands Suisse had received dividends to the 
amount of 77,710f., and for the restitution of this 
sum another action was brought by the executors, 
but in the first instance they were defeated. Against 
this decision an appeal was brought before the 
Cour Royale. © After a repetition of all the circum- 
stances, and of the arguments of counsel on both 
sides, the Cour Royale quashed the judgment of the 
court below, and desired Suisse to repay the 77,710f, 
to the executors. ‘There was also an appeal by Suisse 
against another part of the same judgasent of the 
inferior tribunal, orderi him to tore other 
dividends received by him, to the amount of 
44,000f., but this the Cour Royale confirthed.— 
Paris Paper. , 
‘Don Henry,” says a letter from Rome, dated 
the 13th ult., “has arrived here. He has prayed the 
Pope to bless his marriage with Mile, de Castellar, 
who has also arrived with her brother. On his 
way he solicited several bishops to solemnize his 
marriage, but they all refused, pretending they 
had no right todoso. But, according to the canon- 
ical law, the Pope, as chief of the church, and as 
first vicar, cannot refuse his benediction if he 
throws himself at his feet with his afianced bride, 
and cries, ‘Holy Father! We are husband and 
wife!’ It is, however, believed that he would 
cede to the representations made to him.” 
A letter from Berlin, dated the 19th ult., says :— 
‘The late serious indisposition of the Emperor of 
Russia has entirely changed his plans for travelling. 
In consequence of the earnest advice of his phy- 
sicians, his Majesty, who has been suffering from a 
severe liver complaint, will not leave St. Peters- 
burg till the summer, when, probably, he will go 
to Kissingen to take the waters, and it is expected 
will pay a visit to his daughter, the Grand Duchess 
Olga, Princess Royal of Wurtemberg, at Stutt- 
gardt. Baron de Meyendorff, the Russian Envoy 
at the Court of Prussia, has not left Berlin to meet 
his Sovereign at Warsaw, as some journals have 
stated, and there is no indication of his taking 
such a journey.” 
The King of Prussia has presented to the Diet a 
project of a law for ameliorating the condition of 
the Jews. Among its various provisions are the 
following :—‘‘ Jews may be appointed to all such 
public functions as have no executive power at- 
tached to them. They may be appointed professors 
of the royal universities, but only in the faculty of 
medicine, the section of physical and mathematical 
sciences, and the faculty of philosophy. ‘The 
article in the national code which declares that no 
Jew can be a witness in any criminal affair in- 
volving a penalty greater than six weeks’ imprison- 
ment, or a fine of tifty thalers (200 francs), is to be 
repealed. Jews may be chosen as judge-arbiters in 
all suits in which all the parties are of the Jewish 
religion.”’ : 
The laws of Russia not only admit of arrest for 
debt, but inflict the punishment of imprisonment, 
for a shorter or longer duration, according to the 


circumstance under which the debt is contracted. 
This last provision has, however, for some time 
fallen into desuetude, at least so far as the nobles 
were concerned. But the Emperor has lately sent 
a ukase to the Minister of Justice, desiring that in 
future the origin and nature of every question of 
debt brought before them should be scrupulously 
investigated by the tribunals, and the provisions 
of the law rigorously applied, without regard to 
the rank or quality of the party indebted. 

The Court of Assizes for Corsica, held at Basta, 
was lately engaged with the trial of a man name 
Martelli, indicted for murder committed in the 
Spirit of the Vendetta, and under the following 
circumstances :—On the 26th of June last, Martelli, 
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in company with another man named Michelini, in 
whose service he was, left the village of Ville 
armed with carabines and pistols, announcing 
their intention to kill several members of the 
families Capinielli and Savelli, wpon whose infor- 
mation Michelini had been sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of 10f. for keeping a 
gambling-house. At sunrise the two assassins ar- 
rived at a place called Batagliago, and concealing 
themselves in a vineyard, waited the arrival of a 
person named Francois Filippi; but as he did not 
come as usual to work they became tired of waiting, 
and were returning to Ville, when, on their way, 
they saw Savelli and his son, and immediately 
concealed themselves behind a wall, whence they 
fired upon both and mortally wounded the father. 
This done, Michelini scaled the wall, and firing his 

istol at the son lodged the charge in his breast ; 
and Martelli, who had followed his leader, brutally 
fractured the fallen man’s arm with the butt-end 
of his carabine. After this sanguinary deed 
the perpetrators disappeared for a time, but 
afterwards, finding three of Savelli’s sons and 
two of his daughters at Concha, the two 
bloodthirsty villains fired upon them, wounded 
one of the sons, a youth only sixteen ree 
old, in the shoulder, and another in the thigh. 
The third brother took up a large stone and 
was in the act of hurling it at the head of 
Michelini, when Martelli shot him dead with a 
pistol. The assassins fled into the neighbourhood 
of Calvi, where for several months they became the 
terror of the whole neighbourhood. On September 
12 a detachment of the Corsican Voltigeurs sur- 
rounded a house in which it was known the two 
bandits made their refuge. In a few minutes the 
brigands fired upon the party, and killed Lieute- 
nant Catillon, who commanded it. The fire was 
returned, and kept up till a late hour in the night, 
during which Michelini was killed. In the morn- 
ing the voltigeurs forced their way into the house, 
and finding Martelli hid behind two mattresses, 
secured him. The jury, without hesitation, found 
him guilty upon all the counts of the indictment, 
and the court pronounced upon him the sentence 
of death. Martelli, who is a remarkably strong 
man, with astolid, ferocious countenance, and had 
throughout the trial preserved the utmost indiffer- 
ence to all that had passed, on hearing hisawful judg- 
ment, turned pale, and large drops of sweat fell 
heavilyfrom his brow. At thismoment a younggirl, 
dressed in deep mourning, came in front of him, 
and in Italian said, ‘‘ You turn pale, Martelli, It 
is but right that you should change colour after 
having so cruelly made us change the colour of 
our garments.”’ Martelli hung his head in silence. 

The necessity of a change in the mode of ad- 
ministering criminal justice in Jersey and Guern- 
sey is clearly shown by the reports in the local 
papers. We find in one instance a juror leaves 
the box and retires to transact business in an ad- 
joining room; and this is justified on the ground 
that jurors are not sworn to decide according to 
the evidence, but only to the acquittal of their own 
consciences. The culprits generally suffer some 
little imprisonment when found guilty, and are 
then transported to England for a term of years. 
The Jersey News says, ‘Southampton is the fa- 
vourite resort of all our convicts.”

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PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, Karl Grey 
moved the second reading of the Army Enlistment 
Bill. Lord Combermere opposed the bill. The Duke 
of Wellington supported the bill, which he thought 
would induce good soldiers at the expiration of their 
term of service to enlist for a lengthened period. ‘The 
Duke of Richmond, Lord De Ros, and the Duke of 
Cleveland, severally opposed the bill. Lord Stanle 
and Lord Brougham spoke at considerable tenth 
against the measure. Their lordships divided, and the 
second reading was carried by a majority of 108 to 94. 

On Tuesday the royal assent was given by commis- 
sion to the Fever (Ireland) Bill and others which had 
received the consent of both Houses of Parliament.— 
The Encumbered Estates (Ireland) Bill was, after a 
short discussion, read a second time.—The bills on 
the table were forwarded a stage; after which their 
lordships adjourned. 

On Wednesday their lordships did not sit. 

On Thursday night, after some discussion, the Poor 
Relief ({reland) Bill was read a second time, 

On Monday, in the House of Commons, the Regis- 
tration of Births, &c. (Scotland), Bill, and the Mar- 
riages (Scotland) Bill, werecommitted pro forma on the 
motion of the Lord Advocate, who announced that he 
would not insist on the 12th clause of the Registration 
Bill, and that he would make several amendments in. 
the Marriages Bill.—On the motion to receive the re- 
port of the education grant resolution, Sir Wm. Moles- 
worth moved, as an amendment, that any minutes-of, 
the Committee of Privy Council on Education, or other 
regulations, which exclude Roman Ca: holies from. par- 
tici, ating in any grant of pubiic money for purposes of 
- education, by requiring the use of the authorized ver- 
sion of the Scriptures in all schools so aided, are inex- 
pedient, and should be rescinded, Mr. B. Escott 
seconded the amendment, On the House dividing there 
“were—For the original motion, 203; for the amend- 
ment, 22: majority against the amendment, 181. The 
report of the education grant resolution was then re- 
ceived —The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved a 
committee of the whole House for the purpose of 
considering a resolution for the granting of a loan for 
Trish railways. ‘The resolution he had to submit to 
the committee would be, that a loan of £620,000 

should be given to’ three Irish railways. ‘The debate 
was adjourned, 

On ‘Tuesday Sir C. Napier obtained leave to bring 
in a bill to amend the Seamin’s Enlistment Act.— 
Dr. Bowring then moved that an humble address be 
presented to her Majesty, requesting that she will be 
graciously pleased to authorize the issue of coins 
representing the value of two shillings, being the 
tenth of the value of a pound sterling ; and two pence 
and two fifths, being the hundredth part of a pound 
sterling, such coins to be called Queens and Victorias, 
or any other name which to her Majesty may seem 
meet. The Chancellor of the Haretred fiat was of 
opinion that the prejudices of the people were too 
strong in favour of the present system of currency 
to permit at once the adoption of a decimal system in 
its room. He had, however, no objection to striking 
off a two-shilling piece, which might accustom the 
public to the gradual introduction of the system. 
After a short conversation, Dr. Bowring withdrew his 
motion, satisfied with the assurance given by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer.—Lord John Manners then 
proceeded to call the attention of the House to the 
affairs of Greece; but while yet in the midst of his 
argument the House was counted out. 

On Wednesday Sir John Pakington moved the 
second reading of the Juvenile Offenders Bill. Mr, 
Roebuck moved, as an amendment, that the bill be 
read a second time that day six months. On a 
division there appeared—lor the second reading, 
75; against it, 23.—Mr. Waddington moved the 
second reading of the Rating of ‘Tenements (No. 2) 
Bill. Sir G. Grey opposed the bill, and after a 
lengthened discussion the House divided—For the 
second reading, 71; against it, 89: majority against 
the bill, 18.—Mr. Sharman Crawford moved the second 
reading of the Tenant (Ireland) Bill. Mr. R, 
Osborne opposed the bill, and after a few observations 
the discussion was postponed to Wednesday next. 

On Thursday Mr. Hume’s motion for an inquiry into 
the state of the navy was negatived, the numbers being 
—For the motion, 15; against it, 66.

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The Three Cousins. A Novel. By Mrs. Trollope. 
3 vols. Colburn. 


We hardly know how to do justice to this latest 
and, in our humble opinion, most finished produc- 
tion of Mrs. Trollope. As in “'The Widow Bar- 
naby,”’ another picture complete in itself, so in this 
the grouping, and the happy and minute progres- 
sion of character, are perfect; and as the plot 
is never for an instant forgotten in mere digres- 
sion, that breadth is preserved which the amateur 
for the most part loses sight of. 

Three ladies—neither fates, fairies, nor graces— 
but respectable Englishwomen of the ages of fifty- 
two, thirty-four, and eighteen—are the heroines ; 
but as to whether Laura Lexington, the younger 
of the triad, is, in reality, the central point of 
attraction, we must leave to the discovery of the 
reader. Her father is thus described : — 

‘“Mr. Lexington was really as handsome as ever, 
which was the more extraordinary, because it is almost 
impossible to suppose that his days passed without 
anxiety, for he, was well born, expensive in his habits, 
and very poor, But no superficial observer would 
ever have guessed this last-mentioned fact, for he con- 
trived.to carry on the war, as he and his class deno- 
mina'‘e the mystery of sp:nding more money than ever 
belonged to’ them, with extraordinary courage and 


spirit. 


“In his case, However, this courage and spirit were 
not generated by despair, as happens. in nine such 
cases out of ten, but by hope. His uncle, Sir Joseph 


. Lexington, who ‘was still alive, was a baronet, pos- 


sessing a large unincumbered estate, strictly entailed ; 
and, being a bachelor at ninety-two, permitted: his 
nephew to sleep in peace, notwithstanding his debts, 
and to keep up his spirits, notwithstanding the un- 
reasonable age to which-this uncle had contrived to 
live.”’ 

Of the wife of this Lothario it is observed :— 


“The death of this beautiful young creature when 
her little girl was only a few years old was a very mer- 
ciful dispensation, for her life must have been a very 
miserable one had it been lengthened. Her boy-hus- 
band was one of the very handsomest, and perhaps 
one of the most captivating, young fellows ever seen ; 
but. this would. have been but a worthless sort of 
atonement in the long run for pretty nearly all the 
vices and pretty nearly all the follies which it was 
possible for a man (not of a murderous temperament) 
to commit.” 


Another prominent character is the Bishop of 
Solway, described with all that fine and cutting 
raillery in which the authoress excels; but we do 
firmly believe that the picture is unjust. That 
there may have been such bishops is possible 
enough; but for the most part the mitre has for 
many years past been remarkable for purity of in- 
tention, learning, and piety. The merely gentle- 
manlike,; dinner-giving, good-natured, nonchalant 
Bishop of Solway, with his white hands, white 
teeth, vanity, and friandise, is, thank Heaven, a 
being for whom we should seek in vain, What 
says the writer, while fluttering around the thing 
of her creation ?— 


“ Everything that a bishop does is, or at least ought 
to be, attended to; and therefore a smile from such a 
one, or a slight movement of the eyebrows, or the least 
possible shake of the head, or a trifling action of the 
hand, may all be made to tell in conversation, in a 
manner that may at once edify and delight all those 
admitted to his society; and also, which is more im- 
portant still, it may, and will, and does, spare him a 
great deal of exertion and fatigue, which would attend 
the verbal expression of his anxiously-looked-for 
opinions, thereby saving his physical strength for the 
performance of the many heavy duties which must in- 
evitably fall upon all the Protestant bishops of Great 
Britain. ‘And now, to return to what I was saying— 
the bishop smiled.” 


Bitter, bitter Mrs. Trollope! Sorry should we be 
to fall after any fashion, clerical or otherwise, be- 
neath your lash! And not only the bishop but his 
excellent wife also comes in for her share of casti- 
gation. After having exerted her influence with 
her husband in a good cause, the exultation im- 
puted to her is abundantly selfish :— 

‘“‘ Mrs, Morrison had the pleasure of feeling, as she 
had many thousand times felt before, that whatever 
she determined to do with the bishop, her husband, 
that she could do; and, moreover, that such would 
probably be the case had she the whole bench to 
manage instead of one.” 


After this comes the early education of Laura,

beneath the blaze of genius. We believe there never 
occurred in any theatre a more honest, more en- 
thusiastic, or longer continued thunder of applause 
than that which was so justly bestowed upon the 
splendid effort of exalted genius which Mrs. Butler 
displayed in that magnificent scene where the dis- 
tracted girl, half imploring, half threatening, demands 
from the hands of Master Walter her salvation : it was, 
in truth, sublime. At the end of the play Mrs. Butler 
was called before the curtain, and was evidently 
affected by the reception she met with. The next 
to be noticed is a gentleman from the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin—Mr. Creswick. This gentleman enacted 
Master W alter, the hunchback, and evinced throughout 
a powerful dramatic talent. The character of Master 
Walter isa most difficult one to play; but, if analyzed, 
will be found composed of little else but beauties. 
Mr. Creswick was lone called for at the end of the 
play, as were Mrs. Stirling and Mr. Compton. Mr. 
Compton was the Modus of the play, and in the only 
good scene—we mean for that character—came out ad- 
mirably. He evidently found great difficulty in sus- 
taining the coldness of the character ; nor did we won- 
der at it, with such a Helen. We must not omit Mr. 
James Vining’s Lord Tinsel. He gave it all the glitter 
the author meant; but how came he to forget one of 
the best lines—* Not to know Master Cricket,” &c. ? 
He was evidently nervous, as, indeed, were all the per- 
formers in the piece. Rodwell’s ‘* Seven Maids of 
Munich” followed, which brought out Miss Sara 
Flower and Mr. Compton to admiration. 

On Wednesday Mrs. Butler appeared at this theatre 
in the character of Juliet. It was in this part, then 
Fanny Kemble, she first made her curtsy to the 
public, and by her talents rescued Covent-garden 
Theatre from impending ruin. The theatre had fallen 
into such distress in 1829 that it could not have been 
opened had not several lovers of the drama subscribed 
various sums, some in the shape of loans, others as 
donations ; indeed, so pelle | was this fine theatre 
a subject of charity, that at the bottom of the bills of 
Miss Kemble’s first appearance, October 5, 1829, the 
following paragraph was to be found :—* Miss Kelly 
has consented to perform gratuitously for ten nights. 
Miss Foote has also given her services for ten nights. 
Mr. T. P. Cooke has offered to act six nights gra- 
tuitously. Mr. Kean will act three nights gratui- 
tously immediately on his return to London.” So 
great was Miss Kemble’s success, that not only were 
all the loans paid off, but the theatre completely re- 
established. Mrs. Butler’s Juliet has lost none of that 
truthfulness, that gentleness—that power which so 
completely took the town by storm now eighteen years 
ago. Her sweetness in the garden scene, an the 
fearful energy where she fancies she sees ‘* her cousin's 
ghost secking out Jomeo,”’ were equally surprising 
and true to nature. Juliet found in the new actor, 
Mr. Creswick, an able support. His Romeo, in more re- 
spects than one, was a performance of great merit; his 
scene with the friar particularly so." Atthe conclusion 
he, with Mrs. Butler, was called before the curtain 
and deservedly applauded. The new farce which fol- 
lowed, entitled ‘‘ A Wife for an Hour,” was quite suc- 
cessful, and, aided by the quaint acting of Mr. Comp- 
ton and the amusing portraiture of a barmaid by Miss 
E. Stanley, sent the audience home smiling to their

AMATEUR PERFORMANCE AT THE 
ST. JAMES’S, 

On Tuesday this long-announced benefit for the dis- 
tressed Irish and Scotch took place. It should scarcely 
have been called an amateur performance, seeing that 
many of the parts, and those, too, of the greatest con- 
sequence, were sustained by first-rate professionals. 
The play chosen was that magnificent effort of mind, 
Knowles’s ‘ Hunchback”-—Mrs. Butler, by permission 
of Mr. Maddox, taking her celebrated character of 
Julia. Our opinions of this lady’s talents have 
already been stated in our notice of her first appear- 
ance on Monday at the Princess’s. Miss Jane 
Mordaunt enacted Helen ; but, with our recollections 
so fresh upon the same character as represented by 
Mrs. Stirling the night before, we must be excused 
for being silent upon the subject, for, as Mrs. Mala- 
prop would have said, comparisons are odorous. Mr. 
Vandenhoff’s Master Walter was a well-conceived and 
well-executed piece of acting: in this Style of part 
Mr. Vandenhoff has few equals. The prologue, 
written with point and taste by Lord Morpeth, was 
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THE DRAMA. 
HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

Nothing has occurred at this theatre during the 
week to call for particular notice, further than a mere 
remark upon the bill of Tuesday, which was made out 
quite after the fashion of a ‘ Long Thursday.”’ First 
came “I Due Foscari;” then a divertissement, with 
Rosati, Perrot, Marie Taglioni; and the pas de quatre 
from ‘* Le Lac des Fées,” by Cerito, St. Leon, Cassan, 
and Honoré; then we had a little of ‘‘ La Favorita,” 
with Gardoni and Bouché; the whole wound up by the 
ballet of ‘* Orithia.’’ 

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA, COVENT-GARDEN., 

Qn Tuesday the performances were to have been 
“L’Italiana in Algieri,’”” and ‘La Reine des Fées,”’ 
but it was found necessary to change the first piece in 
consequence of the illness of Marini. Marini has for 
some time been suffering from indisposition, but, 
strange as it may appear in an old actor, the real cause 
of the present disappointment arose entirely from his 
having been seized by “stage fright.”’ So powerfully 
had this distressing malady—which some actors never 
conquer—attacked him, that on Saturday, his first 
appearance, he actually wept from over-nervousness. 
Under these circumstances it would be unfair to cri- 
ticise his début: we shall, therefore, not enter upon 
the subject of L’Italiani in Algieri’’? until Signor 
Marini shall have recovered sufficiently to do himself 
justice, and allow us to do the like to his great talents. 
As far as the mere change of opera went, the one sub- 
stituted— Lucia di Lammermoor ’’—left the aristo- 
cratic frequenters of this splendid theatre nothing to 
regret. But who could regret any change which 
called forth such an opera as ‘ Lucia,” and supported 
as itis at this house? Persiani was more than _her- 
self on Tuesday. Can we bestow higher praise ? Ron- 
coni appeared to have completely recovered from the 
hoarseness under which he laboured the first night, 
and sang admirably. But where shall we find terms 
sufficiently eulogistic to paint our feelings with regard 
to Salvi? The more we hear this superb singer the 
more delight do we experience. His rapid transition 
from fortissimo to pianissimo can be compared to 
nothing so well as to one of the great Kean’s electrify- 
ing changes of tone and sentiment. Salvi is as fine an 
actor as he is a singer. We wish he would alter his 
manner of rushing from the stage after the malidizion : 
it is undignified in the extreme; it is the only blemish 
in his entire performance, which we notice the more 
strongly as a proof that if we could we eould find 
fault. 

In ‘‘ La Reine des Fées,”’ which followed the opera, 
Dumilitre was as féeish as ever; she is certainly a 
lovely dancer. Petipa performed some of his petits 


The two beautiful scenes, the appearance of the fées 
and their boudoir, gained their usual burst of applause. 
Dumildtre, in her last grand tour de force, pretty 
clearly proves she has the power to jump over the 
heads of any dancers who may come in her way. This 
feat, strange as it may appear, is as elegantly accom- 
plished as it is novel in idea. 


PRINCESS’S. 

Tue Return or Mrs. Burner (LATE FANNY 
KEMBLE) TO THE STaGr.—Much interest was natu- 
rally excited to witness the first appearance of this 
celebrated lady after so many years of retirement; 
and that interest had not been diminished, but greatly 
increased, by the correspondence which had lately 
taken place between Mrs. Butler and Mr. Bunn, It 
may be remembered that, upon the occasion of a nego- 
tiation being opened between the parties, Mrs. Butler 
demanded no less than one hundred pounds per night 
for performing at Drury Lane. This was so absurdly 
extravagant that we, at the time, could not help 
expressing our astonishment how Mr. Bunn could 
reply with the good temper he did, and go so far as to 
offer the lady fifty pounds per night for acting. This 
offer was indignantly declined; and Mrs. Butler com- 
menced her new theatrical career in the provinces, 
but ultimately accepted an engagement of Mr. Maddox 
to perform at his theatre. Last Monday evening was 
the time fixed for her reappearance in London, after a 
retirement of many years. We must confess that we 
attended the theatre on Monday evening full of doubts 
as to the result, for we could not but remember that 
since this lady last acted in the metropolis a new 
generation had arisen, who “‘knewnot Fanny Kemble” 
but as a theatrically historical personage; and, so 
many failures had we witnessed in performers once 
quitting the stage and returning to it—but not to be 
thought of as they had been formerly—that, we re- 
peat, we were full of doubts. These doubts were by 
no means set at rest in the early part of the play, 
“« The Hunchback,” for, upon her entrance, the vile 
taste with which she had dressed the character of 
Julia gave her an old-fashioned air, very unlike what 
Master Walter had been so highly extolling to the 
expectant Sir Thomas Clifford. Mrs. Butler had 
another great drawback upon her first entrance, for it 
took place in company with one of nature’s fairest bits 
of handiwork, the beautiful Mrs. Stirling, whose taste 
in dress is almost faultless; and never do we remember 
to have seen her look, or act, better than upon this 
occasion. When Mrs. Butler appeared in her second 
dress'the case was wonderfully changed: she looked 
as young as ever we recollect to have seen her; and 
when her countenance became lighted up by the bril- 
liancy of soul which this gifted lady possesses to so 
eminent a degree, that countenance, which upon 
ordinary occasions is far from handsome, became per- 
fectly beautiful. The audience was a cold audience, 
and one that would not be warmed until the third act 
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well spoken by Mr. Vandenhoff; and Mrs. Butler gave 
many exquisite touches in her delivery of the well- 
written epilogue of Lady Dufferin, The best-sustained 
characters by amateurs were Lord Tinsel, Modus, and 
Fathom. The house was completely filled; and her 
Majesty honoured the performance with her presence. 

PHILHARMONIC.—The fourth concert took place on 
Monday evening, in the presence of her Majesty and 
Prince Albert, who sat in the seats exactly opposite 
the orchestra. Although the Queen of England did 
not occupy, as usual, the meth Gallery, the Queen of 
Song did, for there we beheld fair Jenny Lind. The 
programme was a good one, albeit a little overcharged 
with Mendelsshon.

Beethoven’s sinfonia was magnificently” performed, 
and as well conducted by Costa, although an Italian, 
as it could have been had Germany owned the honour 
of his birth. Rossini’s duet, ‘Quis est homo ’”’ was 
charmingly sung by the Misses Williams, and is a de- 
lightful composition, notwithstanding what the young 
Master Becthoven of acertain leading journal may say 
to the contrary. Mendelssohn rendered the concerto 
in G in a truly masterly style. For ourselves we 
prefer a solo to a concerto on the pianoforte. The 
piano is a poor instrument when concerted with others. 
The aria by Rossi, 1686, was well sung by Miss M, 
Williams ; and the first part brought to a brilliant 
close by Weber’s ‘“‘Euryanthe.” In the second part 
poor Weber was completely swallowed up by Mendels- 
sohn; but as Mendelssohn, according to a certain 
musical solon, who writes for a paper he should never 
have been allowed to write for, is ‘‘ the greatest pranist 
as well as the greatest composer in the world !” we 
suppose we are bound to be thankful for the surfeit 
we received. Mendelssohn is a man of first-rate 
musical genius, and can stand much firmer alone upon 
his own merits than he ever will by the aid of puffs. 


Puffs, if too strong, are apt to shake, if not, blow down,, 


a public man’s reputation ; they at last make the 
object of them appear ridiculous. Her Majesty re- 
mained to the close, and left the room followed by 
hearty cheers. 

Turn Riva IraniAN Orrras.—On Thursday both 
houses gave the same opera, “I Puritani.”’

Both 
these theatres bestowed all their vest resources to do 
honour to one and the same opera. Such an occur-

Composed by G, A, Hodson, D’Almaine 
and Co., Soho-square, 

This is one of the songs sung by the Female 

American Serenaders, at the St. James’s Assembly 

Rooms, and is a charming specimen of their style 

of music. The composition by Mr, Hodson is not 

only sweet and appropriate, but evinces a masterly 
pen. Without aiming at affected crudities, there 
is quite enough of science displayed to prove the 
composer to be a finished musician. The words 
are very superior to most of those adapted to the

We never remember to have seen a 
better work for private use brought out, The 
historical and biographical notices contained in 
the wrapper are well worthy perusal, and will be 
found in every instance of great value.

No.1 is a charming ballad, full of all the sweetness 
of pure melody, combined with the elegances of 
refined taste and artistic knowledge. We should 
have preferred the major third, C sharp, being 
taken as the bass for the fifth bar, page 2, instead 
of the KE. 

No. 2. A very agreeable composition, both as 
regards words as well as music, and admirably 
adapted to teaching purposes or drawing-room 
performance. Mr. Richards will, we are sure, 
excuse us for pointing out a slight error in the 
second bar of page 3 (and wherever the same pas- 
sage occurs). ‘lhe F sharp in the bass should 
have been G flat. It is true that the sound of F 
sharp (on the piano) and G flat would be the same, 
but that is no excuse for incorrect writing. The 
harmony here intended is A bearing a diminished 
seventh, not the diminished seventh, on F sharp: 
the resolutions of the two harmonies are widely 
different. This is an inaccuracy in writing very 
frequently fallen into by much older hands than 
our clever young composer Mr. Richards. It is 
but a slight grammatical slip, which, once pointed 
out, will not very likely occur again. 

No. 3. An unpretending ballad, not over rich in 
diversity of harmonies, nor astounding for its ori- 
ginality, unless we instance the accentuation of the 
name Mary, in which the composer lays the stress 
upon the last two letters.

MODELLING WAX FLOWERS. 
THE FRENCH POPPY. 


The petals are to be cut out of white wax, three 
different sizes, the number being thirty-four: and 
there must also bea small piece of the same colour 
wax, about two inches in length and a half in 
breadth. ‘The petals are to be painted with the 
lightest yellow tint in the middle of each petal, 
and the top of each is to be tinted with the 
red powder, beginning from the top, and to be 
executed in streaks ; the last tint should not quite 
meet the yellow. Then you will have to cut out 
the piece of white wax in strips, but these are 
not to be separated; and colour that part which 
you have cut with the yellow tint a little deeper 
than the petals. After you have done this, take 
the pin and make a few very small pleats on the 
top of each petal; make the pulp of the large size 
wire, and place a little white wax, about half an 
inch in length, making the pulp rather round 
and flat: then put on the top a small piece of 
green wax, and on that a piece of the lightest 
yellow wax, and make a crease with the pin on 
the top of the pulp; halve it each way; then in 
the quarters make two more marks; then put 
that piece of white wax, the part which you 
have painted yellow, so as to just come above 
the pulp. Then put the three small size petals 
round: there will be fifteen a size larger, which 
you are to put three times round the next size ; 
these are sixteen, to be put four in each round, and 
to be spread out a little more than the first. ‘Then 
cut out a piece of green wax the size of a sixpence, 
and make a hole in the middle, and put the end 
of your wire through that, and take it up close to 
the back of the flower, making it firm with your 
finger. It is now finished, with the exception of 
the leaves, which you can buy ready made. 


ORANGE BLOSSOM, 


A pretty but simple flower. The petals are five 
in number for each flower, of double white wax, 
which is to be used for them, and also for the 
strips: but the end of the wax is to be doubled 
again; the strips are to be an inch and a halt 
in breadth, and an inch in length, and to go twice 
round the pulp; the petals are to have two creases 
with the pin in the top of each petal, with the 
point of the pin; and the strips are painted with 
the second yellow tint, and the top of the 
pulp also: putting the strips round the pulp, 
and then the five petals, and at the bottom of your 
flower a little pea-green wax. The buds are made 
with a little white wax, and slightly touched with 
the yellow tint on the top; the leaves are made of 
the same green wax, and the small size wire is 
to be put between them : they are cut out of double 
wax.

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LAW AND POLICE. 


Court or ExcHEequEr, April 26.—Nasn vw. 
Lumurey.—This was an action to recover a small 
sum of money which the plaintiff, who sued as a pauper, 
alleged was owing to her by her mistress, Lady Lumley. 
The plaintiff, it appeared, had entered the service of 
Lady Lumley in the capacity of cook, but having had 
some differences with some of her fellow-servants she 
gave notice to leave. Lady Lumley, who was at Scar- 
borough at the time, thereupon wrote and gave in- 
structions to her butler to pay the plaintiff's wages. 
This was done, but the latter was dissatisfied, and de- 
manded payment for the extra month. Of course, the 
butler, and afterwards the defendant, declined to ac- 
cede to this proposition, whereupon the present pro- 
ceedings resulted. Baron Alderson remarked, that a 
master, if he thought proper to dismiss a servant, had 
the option either of dismissing that servant at once, or 
of giving him a month’s notice. If, however, he 
adopted the former course, he was bound to pay the 
servant a month’s wages. On the other hand, the 
servant had no such option. The servant could not, 
without some dishonest or extreme impropriety of 
conduct, be suddenly dismissed without the payment 
of the month’s wages; but where a servant, as in the 
present instance, dismissed herself, she had no claim 


for that payment. She might, had she chosen, have 
remained the month. The jury gave a verdict for the 
defendant.

Bow-sTREET.—RoBBERY IN LiverPooL.— Robert 
Drury, a youth, was brought, in the custody of Ser- 
geant Thompson, F division, charged with having 
stolen the sum of £1250, the property of Messrs, 
Demsey, Frost, and Co., his employers, with which he 
absconded. The prisoner was traced to the Bridge 
Hotel, Southwark, where, after having booked himself 
for Dover, he was enjoying an excellent dinner. The 
whole of the money, minus his travelling expenses up 
to town, was found upon him, and he was ordered to 
be conveyed back to Liverpool by the officer who 
erppehandedt him. 

ARLBOROUGH-STREET. — Furious Driving. — 
Francis Skipp, described on the police-sheet as “ gen- 
tleman,’’ was charged with having furiously driven 
two horses in a carriage while he was in a state of 
drunkenness, and also with having injured and other- 
wise endangered the lives of two young women named 
Fry.—Sophia Fry, of 30, Great Ormond-street, said, 
about half-past nine o’clock on Sunday evening she 
was about to cross Leicester square, when she was 
suddenly knocked down by the horses in a carriage 
driven by the defendant. The horses were coming 
along at a very great speed, and on their wrong side. 
Her arm was broken, her head was injured by one of 
the horse’s hoofs, and her leg was badly bruised.— 
Elizabeth Fry said she was with her sister at the time 
of the injury. The horses and carriage came on at 
such a rapid rate that it was impossible to get 
out of their way. She was also knocked down, and 
her side very much bruised.—James Dimes, a cab- 
man, said he saw a carriage coming along on the 
wrong side of the road. The defendant, who was 
driving, was evidently drunk. The defendant drove 
against his cab, and did damage to the amount of 30s. 
The defendant then ran against a lamp-post, and 
concluded his drunken career by knocking down two 
females. The horses were galloping furiously at the 
time.—Police-constable C 50 said when he took the de- 
fendant into custody he was evidently intoxicated.— 
The defendant’s solicitor contended that the whole 
affair was the result of accident. The defendant was 
driving a pair of horses which became unmanageable, 
and that accounted for the mistake of the witnesses in 
supposing that he was drunk and driving furiously. — 
William Arnold, a groom, said he was with Mr, Skipp 
at the time of the accident. The horses were only 
trotting at the time. The defendant had been drinking, 
but was not so far gone as to be incapable of driving — 
Mr. Bingham inflicted the fines of £10 for the injury 
on Sophia Fry, and £10 for the injury on Elizabeth 
Fry, to be awarded to these parties by way of compen- 
sation ; 40s. for furious driving, 30s. for damage to the 
cab, and 6s. for loss of time to the cabman; in all 
£23. 15s, The defendant was at this court a short 
time ago, and was then fined 40s. for furious driving. 

William Macqueen was brought before Mr. Bingham, 
charged with assaulting a young lady of the name of 
Woods, residing at No. 6, Marlborough-road, St. 
John’s Wood. The complainant, accompanied by two 
other young ladies, was proceeding along Tottenham- 
court-road, when the defendant came up to them, and, 


seizing hold of complainant, exclaimed, ‘I'll have 
this one ;’’ and caught her up in his arms in sucha 
manner that she had the greatest difficulty in getting 
from his unwelcome embraces. After a severe struggle 
she at length got away, when the prisoner again caught 
hold of her, struck her onthe mouth, and said he would 
give her in charge for attempting to rob him. She 
then called a police constable, and gave him in charge. 
—Ann Furbyand Mary Anne Jones, the two young 
ladies who were in company with the complainant, 
corroborated her evidence in every particular.—The 
defendant said he was extremely sorry for what had 
occurred. He was in liquor at the time, and did not 
know what he was about.—Mr. Bingham said respect- 
able females were not to be annoyed and insulted by 
every man who chose to plead intoxication as an ex- 
tenuation of the offence. He should fine him £38 for 
the assault, and trusted that it would act as a warning 
to him in future, 

Tur Casr oF THE CoUNTESS oF MORNINGTON.— 
An elegantly-dressed lady, evidently suffering under 
mental distress, accompanied by a gentleman, under- 
stood to be her legal adviser, entered the court to 
make an application to Mr. Bingham, the sitting ma- 
gistrate. ‘The gentleman, who was spokesman, said— 
“Sir, Ihave to solicit your advice ina case of a very 
painful nature. It is a case in which I do not know 
whether it is in the province of this court to give as- 
sistance, and this increases, if possible, the painful- 
ness of this public application. This lady is the 
Countess of Mornington. She has been separated 
from her husband, the present Earl of Mornington, 
for about fourteen years, At the time of the sepa- 
ration the Karl of Mornington settled on this lady 
£1000, to be paid out of his estates. The arrears, 
which have accumulated for thirteen or fourteen years, 
amount to £14,000, or, if Lady Mornington is entitled 
to charge interest, to £17,500. About six or seven 
months ago Lady Mornington came to England to see 
about her Chancery suit. She resided at Hatchett’s 
Hotel, and she has no cause of complaint against Mr. 
Thomas, the proprietor, except the looking to his 
own interest; and seeing no prospect of speedy pay- 
ment of his bill, he gave her ladyship notice to leave 
the hotel on Saturday. Lady Mornington, there- 
fore, at this moment is really in a state of com- 
plete destitution. She has not a farthing in the 
world. Lord Mornington’s family has been ap- 
pealed to, but they allrefuse to interfere in any mat- 
ter in which Lord Mornington is concerned, and state 
that in everything in connection with Lord Morning- 
ton the law must take its course. In consequence of 
Lord Mornington’s conduct, Lady Mornington is re- 
duced toa most pitiable situation, God knows what 
is to become of her, for she has not a sixpence at pre- 
sent, and not even the means of getting a night’s 
lodging. Myapplication to you, sir, is toknowif you, 
by some summary process, can bring Lord Morning- 
ton, who is now at Mivart’s Hotel, before you, to show 
cause why he does not properly maintain his wife. 
When Tay Mornington was illat Hatchett’s Hotel an 
application was made by Mr. Thomas to Lord Morn- 
ington for assistance. The answer of the Karl of 
Mornington was, ‘ Bring me word that she is dead, 
and I’ll pay your bill—otherwise I will not give you 
a farthing.’ I hope your worship will at least give 
this lady your advice.’”’-—-Mr, Bingham: I see no diffi- 
culty in the case whatever ; the course to take appears 
to me perfectly plain. This lady complains that her 
husband does not allow her support. I understand 
she lives at Hatchett’s Hotel, which is in the parish of 
St. George, Hanover-square. She is at present with- 
out the means of support, and she therefore comes 
within the description of casual poor. The lawful 
course is for her to apply to the parish authorities to 
be relieved.
